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Applicants believe that the error may have been caused in view of the preliminary 
amendment (hereinafter Amendment) filed on January 28, 2004. In the Amendment, Applicants 
requested addition of Figure 4. As the figure is fully supported by the specification, the request 
was to amend the drawings under 37 CFR 1.115. However, the Amendment may have been 
deemed as an omitted item of the specification. 

Applicants respectfully submit that Figure 4 is not necessary to for the understanding of 
the invention.
